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REMARKS 

U. S. Patent No. 4,504,206 describes a thermoplastic tube producing apparatus which 
utilizes two sets of continuous mold paths which combine in under and over fashion to 
define a forming tube. 

U. S. Patent No. 4,789.327 describes an extrusion die with an adjustable downstream 
die lip, such adjustment being in an axial direction. 
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U. S. Patent No. 4,983,347 describes a continuous mold for producing corrugated 
plastic pipe with a smooth interior surface. 

U. S. Patent No. 5,531,583 describes a chain-driven mold set system for forming 
corrugated plastic pipe. 

U. S. Patent No. 5,582,849 describes a system for molding ribbed pipe utilizing a 
continuous track coupled with mold set carriers carrying gears. 

U. S. Patent No. 5,975,143 describes a method for forming plastic corrugated pipe 
with an inner liner utilizing multiple layer techniques. 

U. S. Patent No. 6,015,282 describes an extrusion apparatus for molding plastic 
corrugated pipe utilizing vertically oriented mold sets. 

U. S. Patent No. 6,021,816 describes a thermoplastic corrugated pipe with axially 
aligned portions which are free of corrugation to improve burst strength. 

U. S. Patent No. 6,193,496 describes a molding machine for producing plastic pipe 
wherein the mold sets are returned on an overhead conveyor. 

U. S. Patent No. 6,358,034 describes a continuous molding machine for forming plastic 
pipe wherein mold sets are returned on an overhead conveyor. 
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
